COPENHAGEN, Jtne’™ 11.—One 
member of the Italia’s crew is dead. 
and two others are injured, accord 
ing to reports-received here from 
Oslo, Spitsbergen and Stockholm, 
which in-general paint a-gloomy pic- 
ture of the situation in which Nobile 
and his companions now find them- 
selyes. 

It seems to be established that 
Nobile at a critical tire when wind, 
snow andice threatened disaster, at- 
tempted a landing on the ice north 
of Spitsbergen. The landing: was a 
partial failure, as only six men suc- 
ceeded in reaching the ice. The gon- 
dola was wrecked and one of the 
motor operators in it was killed. 

The airship continued to drift and 
not until it had covered thirty kilo- 
meters did another group succeed 
in escaping onto the ice. After this 
the balloon drifted still further until 
finally the remainder of the crew 
jumped free. Then, having torn her- 
self loose from motors and gondola, 
the Italia drifted westward into the 
unknown. 

The members of Novile’s expedition 
therefore now find themselves scat- 
tered over a great area 34 ice, insuffi- 
ciently provided’ with food. and with 
very little polar equipment. They 
require, for instance, snowshoes or 
skis and medicines. Only. an ice- 
breaker or large hydroplane gan sate 
them. . 

Base Ship’s Captain Pessimistic. 

The commander of the Citta di 
Milano takes a very pessimistic view 
of the chances of three of Nobile’s 
men who left the wreck and are try- 
ing to reach land. They are insuffi- 
ciently provided with food, and even 
if they reach. the northeast. part of 
Spitsbergen will be unable to force 
their way further *ecause the land 
there is intersected by glaciers. 

Questioned tonight, Roald Amund- 
sen thotigh: the situation of the 
Italian crew was very serious. 

“If they try to reach land they will 
not get far,” he said. ‘I know the 
ice there from the flight I made in 
1928. The ice in the particular area 
where Nobile and his crew are 
stranded is the most difficult in the 
polar basin. It is full of big gaps 
and erects itself into barriers thirty 
feet high. The warm season is on 
and the sun, which is now only a few 
hours around midnight beneath the 
horizon, will melt the surface, oblig- 
ing the Italians to march throug 
slushy snow up to their knees.’ 

Amundsen has cabled friends in 
the United States for funds to fi- 
‘nance a ‘relief expedition. He has a 
suitabl, Dornier-Wahl hydroplane 
ready to start from. Germany and 
apes el Dietrichsen will pilot. it. 

Of the great Italian relief hydro- 
plane, which was expected here this 
afternoon and was scheduled to pro- 
ceed to Tromso tomorrow, nothing 
was heard until late tonight.

candidly that if the franc were. not 
stabilized soon fe would feel com- 
pelled to resign from his position as 
the, situation would become intoler- 
able. 

After he was himself in this way 
convinced of the necessity of secur- 
-Ing’ the franc at a gold value only 
one-fifth of that which it had before 
the war, Premier Poincaré was faced 
with the difficult task of convincing 
‘all the members of his Cabinet. M. 
Briand and M. Herriot, who had 
both desired stabilization at a high- 
er. figure, bowed to the Premier’s 
decision, but it is stated that not 
only-arguments but a threat of the 
resignation of the whole Cabinet was

KANSAS CITY, June 11.—Tangible 
evidence of the deep-seated resent- 
ment among farmers against Secre- 
tary Hoover appeared today with the 
arrival of several thousand actual 
“dirt”? farmers, many of whom con- 
firmed the assertion of their leaders 








that Hoover, if nominated, could not 


carry the farm States. 
The expected influx of a farm army 
in automobiles, however, failed to 


materialize. At 6 o’clock tonight 


there were only fifteen automobiles 


in Electric Park, which has been re- 


served as a camping ground, and. be- 


tween fifty and sixty farmers living 


in tents. 

The farmers have come by train. or 
automobiles, singly or in groups -of 
two or three. Instead of camping in 
tents they are housed in hotel.rooms 
or in private homes’ throughout the 
city. 

The feeling among them against 
the Secretary of Commerce appeared 
to be exceedingly bitter. 
some hostility among them ‘toward 
President Coolidge because of ‘his 
veto of the McNary-Haugen bill, but 
this was mild compared to the, feel- 
ing against Mr. Hoover. It was the 
consensus among them that Governor 
Smith, if nominated’ for President 
on the Democratic’ ticket, would 
carry most of the farm States against 
Secretary Hoover. 

L. K. Wyckoff of Valparaiso, Ind., 
appeared at the farm headquarters 
with a petition signed by 50,000 In- 
diana farmers pledging themselves 
not to vote for any candidate for 
President, Vice President, - United 
States Senator or Representative in 
Congress who did not pledge himself 
to vote for the-enactment of a Fed- 


eral law containing: the fundamental 
principles of. the McNary-Haugen bill.

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PROSPERITY MEN 
— COOLIDGE DECLARES 
IN BUDGET SPEECH 


President Says Local Govern- 
ment Expenses Must 
Be Curbed. 


FEARS A 1929 _ DEFICIT 


He Makes No _ Declaration 
Concerning the Situation at 
Kansas City on Candidates. 


GEN. LORD REVIEWS RECORD 


Tells of Savings Already Effected 
in Federal Expenditure—Not 
‘Discouraged’ by Outlook. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, June i11.— The 
mounting cost of State and local gov- 
ernments was termed by President 
Coolidge ‘‘a menace to prosperity’’ 
that could not continue longer with- 
out ‘‘disaster,’”’ in a speech delivered 
tonight before the fifteenth annual 
meeting of the business organization 
of the Government. The President 
contrasted Federal reduction of run- 
ning costs with rising expenditure 
by State and local governments. 

The President adhered rigidly to 
his prepared budget speech, except 
for typographical change of a word 
or two here and there that did not 
alter its meaning. He made no refer- 
ence whatever to politics, nor to 
his attitude toward the Kansas 
City convention. Gossip that he 
might take advantage of the occasion 
to discuss his political intentions 
toward <he Republican Presidential 
nomination was disappointed. 

President Coolidge was accom- 
panied to the budget meeting by Sec- 
retary Hoover and Attorney General 
Sargent, the only Cabinet officers in 
the city. Both the President and 
Mr. Hoover were completely at ease 
and by their manner no one would 
have imagined that the quadrennial 
convention of the Republican Party 
‘was on the eve of assembling at Kan- 
gas City. 

In his address the President re- 
vealed the existence of an apparent 
-deficit of $94,000,000 for the fiscal 
isa. of 1929, instead of the expected 

2,540,000 surplus. The President 
and General Lord, Director of the 
Budget Bureau, both firmly stated 
that this deficit must and would be 
absorbed, partly by an increase in 
business receipts, but chiefly through 
reduction of expenditures. 


Campaign Document Seen. 


Economy and prosperity during the 
Coolidge Administration were em- 
phasized in the speech which also re- 
viewed the changes made under the 
Republican régime from the time 
Harding succeeded Wilson in 1921. 
Although Mr. Coolidge rigidly re- 


frained from the slightest direct 
political allusion, the speech was 
construed by some as a document de- 
signed for use in the coming cam- 
paign. 

Mr. Coolidge confidently asserted 
that prosperity would continue. 

‘We have been favored with a 
long-continued era of prosperity,’’ 
he said. ‘‘Year after year the tide 
of good fortune has steadily risen. 
It seems not yet to have reached the 
flood.’’ 

But he followed this with his warn- 
ing against the rising cost of govern- 
ment among the political subdivisions 
of the country, saying that students 
and economists viewed this ‘‘with 


alarm. 

The total cost of Federal, State and 
Municipal Government, he said, in- 
creased from $9,500,000,000 in 1921 to 
$11,124,000,000 in 1925, the National 
Government cutting its expenses by 
$2,000,000,000 and the others increas- 
ing theirs by $3,500,000,000. 

‘This steady increase in govern- 
mental costs on the part of the States 
and municipalities is a menace to 
prosperity,’’ said the President. ‘‘It 
cannot ored.

It has 
meant that the people not only 
have greater resources with which 
to provide themselves with food 
and clothing and shelter but also 
for the enjoyment of what was but 
lately considered the luxuries of 
the rich. 

Prosperity Not ‘To Be Worshiped.’ 

We call these results prosperity. 
They have come because the peo- 
ple have been willing to do their 
duty.

The Revenue: acts of 1921, 1924, 
1926 and 1928, when fully operative, 
will reduce taxes by approximately 
two billions of dollars a year as 
compared with what would have 
been collected if the act of 1918 had 
remained in force. It is inconceiv- 
able that in such a short space of 
time the Government could cut its 
tax rates to that extent. Yet that 
has been done. 


Taxes and Debts Cut. 


Millions of individuals in the 
lower brackets have been entirely 
stricken from the tax rolls. Per- 
sonal exemptions for individuals 
and heads of families have been 
greatly increased. Preferential 
treatment has been given to earned 
income. War taxes and nuisance 
taxes have been repealed. Business 
has been freed of many hampering 
and uneconomic restrictions. 

Instead of a complicated and bur- 
densome system of wartime taxa- 
tion, there has been evolved a sys- 
tem of few and relatively light 
taxes, balanced in such a way as 
to give benefits ‘to allclasses’ of 
taxpayers. The prosperity of to- 
day can be directly attributed in a 
large measure to the lessening of 
the burden of Federal taxes. 

The reduction which has been 
made in the national debt since 
July 1, 1921, has contributed much 
to the ability of the Government to 
lessen taxes. That reduction at the 
end of this fiscal year will amount 
to approximately $3,327,000,000. 
The total debt will then be $17,650,- 
000,000. It is one-third paid. 

The total saving in interest over 
all that period will amount approxi- 
mately to $950,000,000. The reduc- 
tions in the debt required by law 
for the same period total $3,296,- 
000,000. By the end of this fiscal 
year we will actually have applied 


to debt »reduction $3,031,000,000.

Estimates for 1929. 

Taking into consideration the 
legislation enacted during the last 
session of the Congress, we find 
that for 1929 our receipts will be

These estimates might seem, to™- 
forecast a deficit. We must not 
have a deficit. I am acquainting 
you with what the estimates. show 
so as to impress upon, you the need 
for the utmost care in arranging 
your expenditure programs for the:

relate. The business of our Gov- 
ernment is a real business and it 
must be conducted as such. It im- 
mediately affects 120,000,000 of peo- 
ple. If there .is anything worth 
while; it is the welfare of these 
120,000,000. of people. 


Puts Budget at $3,700,000,000. 


In less than six months the bud- 
get for 1930 must be laid before the 
Congress. I intend that the esti- 
mate of appropriations contained 
therein shall reflect expenditures 
well within our estimated receipts, 
With this in view I have tentative- 
ly fixed upon $3,700,000,000 as the 
amount available for estimates for 
1930. 

This figure covers tax refunds, 
permanent and indefinite appro- 
priations, the postal deficit and 
funds for extraordinary new proj- 
ects, amounting in all to $460,000,- 
000, which were not included in the 
maximum for 1929. .The..amount 
contemplated in the 1930 restrictive 
figure for the ordinary routine op-/ 
erations of government is reall 
less by $60,000,000 than ‘the avail- 
ability for these purposes in 1929. 

The necessity of keeping expen- 
ditures within receipts, the impor- 
tance of continuing our pay-as-we- 
go ea cannot be overempha- 
sized. is primary limitation on 
estimates is the first step toward 
the continuation of that policy in 
1930. It means that there will be 
no latitude for expansion where 
expansion is not made compul- 
sory by new law or by conditions 
that leave no choice. In preparing 
your preliminary estimates for 
1930, .which you will.submit to the 
Budget Bureau by July 15 next, 
you must keep this in mind. 

Each succeeding year gives added 
evidence of the concern we have 
for the veterans of our various 
wars.

TEXT OF LORD’S SPEECH. 


General H. M. Lord; Director of 
the Bureau of the Budget, then spoke 
textually as follows: 

Mr. President and Members’ of..the 
Business Organization of the Gov- 
ernment: ; 

Nov. 11 next will mark the inter- 
vention of ten full’ years since: the 
nations of the world ended the 
struggle for physical mas‘ery- and 
entered upon the no less real and 
bitter fight for recovery from the 
devastating effects of war. The 

-struggle for recovery inthis, coun- 
try—the fight for return to normal 
conditions of business—is‘a glorious 
record of —— effort, of wise 
administration, and reveals a faith 
in our Government and’ its 
that is reassuring of the stability 
and soundness of the Republic: 

Figures are not in themselves in- 
teresting, but nothing so eloquently 
and convincingly tells the wonder- 
ful story of our country’s remark- 
able transformation from the de- 
structive ways of war to the con- 
structive pursuits of peace as the 
silent march of its expenditure and 
surplus figures across the pages of 
history. 

The March of Billions. 


In 1917,. the year of our entry 
into the World War, we spent 
$1,977,;681,750.52, of which $885,- 
000,000 were for foreign loans. And 
then how the expenditure climbed,

as we threw the full weight of our } 


resources of men and munitions 
into the conflict and marshaled the 
nation’s billions to make the world 
safe for democracy. In 1918, the 
first full year of war, expenditure 
jumped by $10,000,000,000, up to 
$12,697, 836,705.62. 

The -next year—1919—we called 
out more of our reserves and made 
an offering to the cause of $18,522,- 
894,705.03. That was the year we 
were paying for the war, settling 
our debts and closing out our war 
contracts. The task was herculean, 
but we accomplished it. We raised 
the money, we paid: the-bills. 


Big Debt and Big Deficit. 


In.certain localities it is the cus- 
tom to refer to the year of the big 
snow or the year of the great flood 
or to. a year marked by some other 
unusual ‘happening. I. think our. 
Treasury will always refer to 1919 
as the year of the big debt and big 
deficit. We ended that year with 
a deficit of $13,370,637,568.60, while 
on Aug..31 of that year the public 
debt totaled $26,596,701,648.01. 

As these tremendo:s totals of 
deficit, and debt, almost incompre- 
hensible in their magnitude, parade 
their astounding figures. before us 
we revert with interest and profit. 
to the dark days following the 
American Revolution when the in- 
fant Republic contemplated with 
dismay an extraordinary debt of 
$54,000,000. ‘ : 

But the courageous, hopeful fight- 
ing spirit that animated the found- 
ing fathers was not lacking in‘1919. 
In the attack on that colossal debt, 
Congress .fired the first gun with 
the cumulative Sinking * Fund act, 

‘which said to the country and to 
the world: No matter what hap- 
pens, no matter what the demand 
or expenditure; no’ matter what 
the need, each year we will make 
an increasing contribution, to debt 
reduction.’® Since its enactment in 
1919, up to and including 1927, that 
wise law has cut $2,074,080,950 from 
the debt. 

And out‘of the grim shadow of 
that crushing debt and discourag- 
ing deficit:came a zg of light 
with a surplus in 1920 of $212,475,- 

-197,67;: which warranted. relief to 
the people in the form. of tax re- 
duction, Phe year 1921 gave us a 
surplus: of $86,723,771:61, and. gave 
us the budget system. From Aug. 
$1, 1919, date of its peak, to June 
30,:1921, the debt had been reduced 

by *$2,619,251;095.47, -Thére still. re- 
mained, however, when the budget 
rentered: field: a portentous. bal- 
ance of $24,000,000,000, demanding 
the annual tribute in interest of 
$96,000,000.

000 a year. June 30 we expect to 
see it down to $17,650,000,000.

A New Objective. 

It is with, regretful resignation, to 
thé inevitable. that admission is 
made of the improbability of again 
getting down to that $3,000,000,000 
mark.

It 
is an objective worthy of our best 
effort. Every dollar applied to the 
debt means permanent reduction in 
expenditure, another step toward

The Bureau of the Budget re- 
ceives complaints’ from taxpayers 
of unnecessary Federal buying. In- 
vestigation has ‘shown most of 
these complaints to. have no more 
foundation than the woman’s criti- 
cista of her husband’s purchases. 

_ It seems the husband, who was bal- 
ancing the household budget, in- 
dulged in a little self-congratula- 
tion.

Exercise the most careful dis- 
crimination in your spending. if 
there is any doubt about an ex- 
penditure, kill it. The conditions 
‘we must meet next year have been 
plainly set out. The administrator 
who, wing these conditions, 
sends a Federal dollar on. a. doubt- 
ful mission lacks something of the 
loyal fighting spirit for which we 
plead and which we will sorely 
need the coming year. 


Cutting Out Two Billions. 


The President has referred to an 
historic two billions of dollars— 
the amount of reduction in na- 
tional expenditure during the 
budget season. In 1927, the last 
complete fiscal year, we spent 
$2,044,000,000 less than was ex- 
pended in 1921, the last year free 
from budget interference. To ade- 
quately tell the story of that cam 
paign would require a book, and 
a large one. The few illustrations 
that follow utterly fail to give a 
true picture. of the successful ef- 
forts of service people to cut out 
needless expense and make the 
taxpayer’s dollar work overtime. 
Hundreds and thousands of con- 
tributions, big and little, make up 
that $2,000,000,000. 

Here is one of the little ones! 
"The Bureau of Plant Industry, Ag- 
-ricultural Department, needed an 
electrical heating apparatus. It 

built one and, saved $12. This is a 
“fair of many hundreds of con- 
structive efforts that helped out on 
the grand total. 
survey of the Government’s 
telephone facilities by experts from 
the Bureau of Standards saves us 
$75,000 a year. Another small sav- 
ing. But notice, please, it is a sav- 
ing of $75.000 a year, and has been 
going on for seven years. 


Transportation Costs Reduced. 


Transporting people and things is 
a big annual expense—approxi- 
mately $200,000,000 a year. We 
revolutionized our traffic methods, 
with a continuing annual saving in 
excess of $1,000,000. In connection 
with Texas air activities the Quar- 
termaster General of the Army: re- 
cently effected switching agree- 
ments that will save $375,000 the 
first year.

Criticizing the Budget. 


Criticism seems the lot of. the 
Budget Bureau.

THE BUDGET SPEECH. 


There was a sober, almost a 
severe, note in the address of Presi- 
dent CooLiDce last night to the 
Business’ Organization. of the Gov- 
ernment. It marks the seventh year 
of the Federal Budget. -Under that 
system there is no douht that the 
national ‘expenditures ‘have been 
kept better in hand than they would 
have been without it. But now 
there is a definite move upward of 
the curve showing Government out- 
lay. Mr. CooLivcEe stated that on’ 
the basis of estimated receipts and 
expenditures there will be a deficit 
in the fiscal year 1929 of some 
$94,000,000. Of course, he has detér- 
mined that steps be taken to avert 
any deficit. Nothing short of, a 
national emergency can supersede 


the duty of balancing the budget.;

The old policy of 
“ non-partisanship ” was speedily re- 
affirmed, and the present labor rec- 
ommendations are. issued by the 
Federation’s Non-Partisan Cam- 
paign -Committee. The essential 
strategy of non-partisanship is to 
bring pressure to bear not on party 
organizations but on individual can- 
didates for Congress. Support is 
thrown to “friends” and’ hostility 
registered against “ enemies.” No 
doubt the Federation would be 
pleased to have many of its demands 
endorsed by the two: major party 
conventions. But essentially the 
labor test is intended not for the 
conventions but for the local nomi- 
nees. 

It is. obvious that labor’s non-par- 
tisan strategy varies in effectiveness 
with tbe closeness of the election. 
From this point of view the outlook 
for the A. F. of L. campaign in the 
Congressional districts is favorable.

W. W. ARNHEIM, chairman of 
the association’s traffic committee, 
discusses this and other aspects” of 
traffic control in ah article contrib- 
uted to the current “number of The 
Magazine of Business. His conclu- 
sions are the more striking in the 
light of the fact that merchants 
generally fear the effects of a rigid 
ordinance. 

At the outset Mr. ARNHEIM makes 
‘@ distinction between the two schools 
of traffic thought.” One is busy 
* drawing fascinating . pictures of 
* the future city, with multi-decked 
“streets and boulevards carried on 
“stilts through fantastic -pyramids 
**of steel and. granite.” The other 
is composed of those practical ‘per- 
sons who are not disposed to wait 
for the realization of these “ gran- 
diose schemes,” and want something 
dcne now. ‘But though ‘he ‘shuns 
the fantastic, Mr. ARNHEIM is not a 
timid soul. Such half-way meas- 
ures as street-widening and bet- 
ter régulction will not suffice to 
solve the traffic problem: ‘“‘ We 
must deal with it boldly.” And by 
“boldly” he means, among other 
things, “what Chicago has done in 
“her 100: per cent. prohibition of 
“parking in the ‘Loop’ district.” 
Will. Mr.. ARNHEIM ’s . fellow-mer- 
chants.support him in that move? 

Mr. ARNHEIM believes it is inevi- 
table in every major city. Replace- 
ment of trolleys by buses, marked 
traffic lanes. (“motorists must be 
“compelled to stay within. their 
“lanes .and cut out zigzagging”’), 
express highways for commercial 
vehicles, undulatory traffic control— 
these are other reforms which he 
believes would bring. early relief. He 
does not’ discuss the~ relation. of 
building . heights. to. congestion, but 
he recognizes that the relation exists 
when he speaks of our being “ out- 

“raced by the modern combination 
“of skyscraper and automobile.” 

No problem attracts.more sugges- 
tions for solution than traffic con- 
trol. The reason is simple. In a 
city whose streets are so badly con- 
gested as they are in New York 
everybody -suffers. For one city 
dweller .who is concerned about 
Boulder Dam or Muscle Shoals or 
the equalization fee, thousands. are 
annoyed because they cannot cross 
the street in safety, or because cus- 
tomers cannot reach their stores in 
comfort, or because they cannot 
find a place to park their car, or 
because their taxicab is blocked on 
the way. to the theatre or the train. 
Naturally, they meditate on this 
grievance. But it is one which can- 
not be removed without the aid of 
the expert and the engineer and the 
city planner. 


A BERING ANNIVERSARY. 


Bering Sea and Bering: Strait are 
probably best known to American 
whalers and to the United States 
Coast Guard Service. The man 
whose name they bear lies in the 
rude soil of Bering Island in the 
Karmandorski group off the coast 
of Kamchatka. At Petropovlovsk 
on the peninsula, a monument—a 
column and globe—was raised to his 
memory in 1824.. This year marks 
the 200th anniversary of the dis- 
covery of the strait between Siberia 
and Alaska by VITUS BERING, the 
Dane, who served Russia so faith- 
fully and was its greatest explorer 
in the eighteenth century. 

Certainly the adventure upon 
which PETER the Great sent Captain 
ViTus BERING in 1726 was one of 
enormous difficulty. He was one of 
the world’s most stalwart explorers, 
but justice has not been done to his 
achievements, The story of his in- 
trepid march through Siberia to the 
Sea of Okhotsk and: his voyage in 
ships built upon its shore is fittingly 
told by a Dane, BERING LIISBERG, in 
the June number of The American- 
Scandinavian Review. 

In: his: youth BERING entered the 
great Czar’s service, and had risen 
to the rank of Captain in the navy 
when he was put. at the head of 
the first Kamchatka expedition, 
“organized with the special aim 
* Of investigating whether or not 
“ Asia and America were. connected 
“by land.” At the time, 1724, ‘the 
west coast of America was not 
known further north than Cape 
Blanco, which may now be seen on 
the map of Oregon. There was a 
legend among the Tchuktchis of 
Kamchatka of “a large country 
toward the east.” It was to be the 
concern of .VITUS BERING to explore 
the coast of Asia after he reached 
Okhotsk. © 

It was not until Jan. 24, 1725, that 
BERING. and ‘his lieutenant; SPANG- 
BERG, ‘another Dane,‘ got away from 
St. Petersburg. At Ilinsk it became 
necessary to. go: into Winter: quar-.

TEACHING THROUGH THINGS. 


In. his address at Union College 
yesterday Professor HENRY FAIR- 
FIELD OSBORN sprang to the defense 
of undergraduate youth. . If college 
education ‘is defective,;.as he thinks 
it is,-the fault.lies not in them but in 
their elders. They are badly taught, 
Professor OsBORN believes. They are 
set to work on musty books when 
they, should be brought into “ direct 

“contact with ‘the object, in sociol- 

“ogy, in. economics, in history, .as 
“well as in literature: and in. sci- 
“ence.” Observation and experiment 
should form the staple of education, 
but the old-established “‘ bookish sys- 
tem” prevents boys and girls from 
It timidly 
occurs to one to ask, however, if 
these young Naturforschers and in- 
quirers might not save themselves a 
lot of time and effort by reading at 
least enough books to ascertain what 
had ‘been discovered, what had ‘been 
tested, what had been rejected. The 
special advantage of finding out’ by 
a long series of original researches 
what could be learned in fifteen min- 
utes from a public record is a little 
obscure to any one. not tied up to a 
fixed ‘theory to cover all cases. 

Next. to the ‘old-fogy university 
Presidents, and framers of the exist-: 
ing courses of college study, the 
greatest enemy of the right educa- 
tional method is. the. press. Pro- 
fessor ,OSBORN .notes certain excep- 
tions, The Herald Tribune and THE 
TIMES among them, but in. general 
he condemns the newspapers as “ de- 
“ stroying ‘all the finer.creative pow- 
“ers'of the mind, establishing false 
“standards of human endeavor and 
“giving a distorted perspective of 
“current life.” He refers statis- 
tically to the great proportion of 
space given by the press to crimes 
and accidents and athletics, sports 
and sensations of all kinds. This in- 
dictment: has admittedly a certain 
force, but whether it goes so far as 
Professor OSBORN thinks may be 
doubted. Let him, or any. one else 


who believes in “ contact” with the’ 


actual thing, or in direct observation. 
of a natural phenomenon, catch a 
number of boys in danger of having 
their native genius blighted by 
newspaper reading, and see what 
reaily happens. It would be found 
that most of them easily discount all 
these hurts to the intellect’ of which 
Professor’ OSBORN speaks, or shed 
them as readily as a duck does 
water. In the newspaper, as in other 
reading, they look for “their own” 
and let the rest go. “If they truly 
have a strong bent for the acquisi- 
tion of knowledge or the develop- 
ment of a special talent, they are 
able to go about it scarcely con- 
scious of being hindered by the press 
or any other extraneous influence. 
Youthful genius, when it exists, has 
a way of heading for its goal with- 


out beine distracted or turned aside a 


by circumstances—not even by a cir- 
cumstance having the form of a sen- 
sational newspaper. 


CONTROL OF CHINA. 

CHIANG KAI-SHEK, Commander- 
in-Chief of the Nationalist armies in 
China, has resigned that office, stat- 
ing “that as the civil war is now 
ended, a commander-in-chief is no 
longer necessary. Nationalist spokes- 
men explain that this is in accor- 
dance with the doctrines of the late 
SUN YAT-SEN, “father” of Nation- 
alist China, who foresaw for China 
first a period of civil warfare under 
militarist leaders; second, a period 
of tutelage under civilian leaders; 
and third, the creation of a Chinese 
republican Government in which the 


Chinese would participate as do. 


Americans in American political ac- 
tivities. The capture of Peking, with 
the resignation of CHIANG KAI-SHEK, 
marks, they say, the definite end of 
the first, or civil war, period. The 
second ts now about to be ushered 
in. Control will pass from the mili- 
tary Generals to the leaders of. the 
Nationalist Party organization. We 
are to see a sort of benevolent. ci- 
vilian dictatorship which not only is 
to preserve order and establish the 
machinery of government, but is to 
educate the Chinese people, old as 
well: as young, in: the ways of the 
modern world. . * 

A ‘world weary of Chinese ‘quar- 
rels and disorder would welcome 
such a development. But: foreign 
correspondents in China, accustomed 
to hearing Nationalist aspirations 
voiced in glowing terms at the same 
time that the old order remains: un-< 
changed and the rival. war lords 
quarrel, are permitting a note of 
caution, if not of pessimism, to creep 
into their dispatches: .We are re- 
minded that.the Nationalists were 
on-the verge of unification a year 
ago when the leaders quarreled and 
CHIANG KAI-SHEK retired, leaving 
the party disrupted. FENG YU-HSIEN; 
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BERING’S” discoveries were” made. |

ARE THEY ART? 

Not content with being wealthy, 
the movies also want to be elegant. 
Like many another new-rich, they 
have social aspirations. Their chil- 
dren’s children may be able to live 
easily in an atmosphere of millions, 
but. the present movies are. still 
hampered by the old vulgar manners 
of their nickelodeon days. Some 
pessimistic critics do not even grant 
the heart of gold beneath a cheap 
exterior. © Consequently they’ see no 
hope for the movies. Fortunately, 


that view is not -universal. The 


Society :of Arts and Sciences is. one 
group in favor’ of according motion 
pictures the status of a fine art. 
It is so sure that this is the general 
feeling that’ a test will be made. 

‘In putting its opinion to the proof 
the: society. will not. consult the 
hordes.that patronize the movies. 
They are perhaps not qualified to 
judge and certainly would not care 
how the vote goes. So long as they 
can sit happily in a darkened thea- 
tre, hypnotized by the square of light 
and shadow, imagining themselves 
in the rococo settings,  listlessly 
waiting to. be entertained, they are 
utterly indifferent to the movies’ 
rank:-in the world of art. But on 
that question ten thousand men of 
talent or genius will be asked to 
vote yes or no. 

The names of these intellectuals 
have not been revealed. But who- 
ever they are, one scarcely sees them 
doing precisely as ‘they are bid. At 
least; twice 10,000 requests should 
be sent out, for half the men of 
talent and genius will simply. throw 
the letter into the waste basket. Of 
those who. reply, some will vote no. 
But it may: not be an unqualified 
negative. Among the affirmatives 
there may also be some hedging. 
If Mr. BERNARD SHAW, for example, 
is asked for his vote, he will send 
a. long. opinion on some other sub- 
ject. PIRANDELLO will write such a 
subtle essay that the society will 
not know which way he is voting. 
Mr. GALSWORTHY will protest against 
the use of wild animals for comedy 
effects. One talent to be counted on 
for an enthusiastic “yes” is Mr. 
GILBERT SELDES. 

Before forcing motion pictures to 

pinnacle they cannot hold it 
might be as well to allow them time 
to improve. A spontaneous discus- 
sion by the “brains of the world” 
would be worth something.

>| VIENNA, July 11. — The.Schubert 
Festival, commemorating the hun-. 
dredth anniversary of the famous 
Austrian composer’s death, which 
for more than a week has monopo- 
lized the attention of musical Vienna, 
as well as several thousand foreign- 
ers who came here to enjoy the music 
in Schubert’s native city, was trans- 
formed today into a Richard Strauss 
festival. It so happened that the first 
performance of the Strauss opera 
“Egyptian Helen,” coincided’ with 
the sixty-fourth birthday of its com- 
poser, and it can be said without the 
least.exaggeration that little else was 


discussed in Vienna tonight except 
the man and his latest ievement. 

The day began with a serenade in 
honor of Strauss and closed with an 
ovation at the opera house which 
was flattering even for him. Gallery, 
pit and society boxes were as one in 
rendering continued applause. - The 
audience, which included Chancellor 
Seipel, President Hainisch, numer- 
ous diplomats and Vienna society, 
applauded as if it gave them pleasure 
to render homage to his genius.

In the music of ‘“‘Egyptian Helen’’ 

Strauss, it is conceded everywhere, 
has far excelled his other recent 
works. ‘‘Schlagobers’’ «‘‘Whipped: 
Cream”? and -‘‘Intermezzo.”’ - There 
aro a few who feel, however, that it 
is an opera to be remembered by its 
name. It strikes no particular new 
themes, as did **Salome,”’ ‘Ariadne’’ 
‘and: “‘Blectra,”’ and can hardly be 
compared favorably with either. It 
is not the climax of the composer’s 
career, but it contains some parts 
which familiarity may some time 
popularize. As a one-act opera, how- 
ever, the first act would be complete 
musically as well as the libretto, and 
it is almost a pity the second act was 
added. Neither librettist. nor com- 
oser was at his best in it. 
At tonight’s performance words of 
praise were also heard for «the 
scenery, which.was constructed by 
Professor Roller under the direction 
of Dr. Wallenstein, and for the 
voices of Herr Garbud as Menalus 
and Pataky as Daud.

The day’s outstanding’ develop- 
ment,.and the one which served to 
emphasize the nervousness which 
has suddenly come over Wall Street, 
was the sudden and violent collapse 
of ‘the Giannini stocks, in which 
there has been country-wide specula- 
tion by thousands of persons of mod- 
erate means, despite the warnings 
ofthe bankers. Bancitaly, which sold 
in. the two-hundreds last week, 
crashed to 130 on the Curb, and 
ended the day with a 53-point oss. 
The same shares sold as low at 100 
in’ San Francisco. 

This increased nervousness and 
apprehension all along the line, and 
the steady decline on the Stock Ex- 
change was accelerated, the reces- 
sions amounting to an average of 
more than five points for the indus- 
trial shares. 

"Five Causes for the Slump. 

Five major factors are regarded 
as. having caused yesterday’s violent 
decline in stocks. They are: : 

The clouded political situation at

SHERMAN LAW HIT_ . 
IN COLGATE ADDRESS 


Clarence Mott Woolley Tells 200 
Graduates It Is Against . 
Pablic Interest. 


HAMILTON, N, Y., June.11 ),.— 
Clarence Mott Woolley, Chairman of 
the American Radiator Company, de- 
livering the commencement address 
at Colgate University here today, at- 
tacked the Sherman Anti-trust law, 
declaring that it should be repealed. 

“It contravenes the economic ex- 
perience of the past twenty years,”’ 
he declared. ‘‘It is chiefly through 
the tolerance of judicial interpreta- 
tion that industry is able to’ exist. 

“Substitute a law which will con- 
structively encourage business, a law 
which will enable whole industries 
prostrated by over-production, or by 
major economic disturbance to take 
reasonable measures to insure self- 
preservation. Old laws respecting 
competitive business practices are 
based on unwarranted fear and aim 
at repression which may lead to dis- 
integration. The Sherman law and 
other so-called -anti-trust laws are 
now definitely opposed to the public 
interest.’’

CRITICIZES CLINIC 
AS DOCTORS’ RIVAL 


County Medical Society Finds 
Cornell. Pay. Dispensary in 
_ Medical Competition. 


URGES BAR ON TREATMENTS 


Committee Holds Only Diagnosis 
Should Be Permitted and Solely 
on Professional Advice. 


— — — — 


The Cornell Pay Clinic, at 467 First 
Avenue, is approved as a teaching 
and group diagnostic clinic but criti- 
cized for competition with the medi- 
cal profession in fusctioning as a 
clinic where treatment is given, in a 
report and resolutions submitted to 
the County Medical Society, May 28, 
by a special Committee on Dispen- 
saries, it became known yesterday 
when the findings were made public. 
They were approved by the Society. 

The report was presented by Dr, 
William C.. White, chairman of the 
committee, which began its investi- 
gations last November. The resolu- 
tions set forth that the County Medi- 
cal Society: “looks with | disfavor’ 
upon the competition into which the 
clinic enters with the medical pro- 
fession by continuing as one where 
treatment is given. 

Finally, fhe résolutions refer to the 
counsel for the Society the question 
of the general laws governing the 
Cornell Pay Clinic and other pay 
clinics operated under the Dispens- 
ary Law. 


the first consideration of a medical 
problem, the economic difficulties of 
the physician being of secondary im- 
portance, “‘the committee says in its 
findings. ‘There is at present in 
this city no other dispensary which 
excludes the indigent poor and to 
which the person of moderate means 
may go and have a thorough diag- 
nostic study within his capacity to 
pay. Less than 20 per cent. of the 
work of the Cornell Pay Clinic is 
diagnostic. Over 80 per cent. is de- 
voted to the routine treatment of pa- 
tients. The clinic is thus in active 
competition with physicians who earn 
their living among people of mod- 
erate means. 

- . - We find that the work of the 
Clinic is good. The physicians. com- 
ae well with the average medical 
skill. 

‘* . . . We recommend that the law 
be so —— as to permit the con- 
tinuance of a pay clinic for people 
of moderate means, provided that 
the work is limited to diagnosis and 
that the patients are solely referred 
by physicians. 

The committee found that the clinic 
charges an average fee of $2.41 per 
visit per patient and that at times 
the charges for diagnosis amount to 
$40. “‘Charging such fees is against 
the spirit of the present Dispensary 
Law which was passed for the aid 
of the indigent poor,’’ the report 
says. 

“The public has gained the impres- 
sion,’’ e report continues, ‘‘ that 
it will.be under the care of Cornell 
professors, whereas those of pfrofes- 
Sorial rank have little to do with the 
Clinic. The maority are young men 
of no great maturity and of the same 
calibre as the men who work in the 
usual dispensary.”’ 

The report says that many persons 
who have become dissatisfied with 
their —— turn to the Clinic 
and that it thus performs a public 
service by keeping them away from 
medical quacks. The committee finds 
that the Clinic has carefully guarded 
the interest of. the physicians who 
have referred patients to it and has 
referred the cases back to them after 
diagnosis. 

It also was announced yesterday 
that on May 28, the County Medical 
Society accepted a report on the Life 
Extension Institute by the Committee 
on Civic Policy, headed by Dr. Mar- 
cus A. Rothschild. The report says 
that the physicians employed by the 
Institute do not prescribe for their 
patients and that, therefore, the In- 
stitute is not ille 
medicine. The report, it is said, con- 
firms the result of an investigation 
made several years ago by the 
Society.

livered the’ Honorary Chancellor’s 
address to the graduates at the 132d 
commencement of Union College this 
morning. Snag mit 
Literature, art. music and the stage 
took up less than 4 per cent. of the 
news space in the rapers of Greater 
New York, said Professor Osborn, 


to fashion, athletics and sport. Not 
all newspapers were condemned: by 
the speaker, who made ‘‘certain 
heroic exceptions, such as THE TIMES 
and The Herald-Tribune of New 
York and The Christian Science 
Monitor of Boston.’’ But the ‘‘sensa- 
tional’ papers, he said, had a circu- 
lation four times that ‘of the con- 
servative papers. 

The blame for whatever was — 
with the youth of the present day di 
not lie with the younger generation 
itself, but with the civilization sur- 
rounding it, Professor Osborn de- 
clared, and particularly with the 
“elders and college Presidents,’’ who 
were responsible for the books and 
newspapers which were shapirg the 
youthful mind, Instead of. having 
direct contact with the object, in 
—— economics; history or sci- 
ence, the student relied on: books 
and lectures. 

The professor went on: 

“I venture to say that the: 4,300 
Graduates of Columbia University on 

une 5 took a hundred facts from 
books and lectures to one fact from 
nature or from man; yet one.fact or 
truth of nature, directly observed or 
discovered by the student himself, 
outweighs a thousand facts garnered 
from books. 

‘“‘We must not only fight books, 
but we must lead a new battle 
against the press. From prolonged 
daily observation of. child life and 
habit, and of home, school, college, 
and university life, I believe the mod- 
ern American press to be the great- 
est enemy of the teacher, because 
it destroys all the finer creative pow- 
ers of the niind, establishes false 
standards of human endeavor, and 
gives a distorted perspective of cure 
rent life. With certain heroic ex- 
ceptions, such as THE Times and 
Herald-Tribune of New York and 
The Christian Science Monitor of 
Boston; it represents the climax. of 
the metamorphosis and metempsy- 
chosis of the modern, age, the ute 
most revolution from‘the conditions 
which surround the youthful Benjae 
min Franklin, -natural philosopher, 
and pioneer of American science. 
Literature, music, art, and the stage 
filled 121 columns or 28.3 per cent. 
of space in six issues of Franklin’s 
Saturday Evening Post of 1823-4, 
whereas, misconduct and crime filled 
oe twenty columns or 4.8 per cent, 
of the space. The ¢irculation of the 
paper at its best was 9,000. . 

“Today in the 4,781,332 daily news~ 
oe circulation in and around New 

ork City, literature, art, music and

The best American: intellects,’ ac- 
cording to Professor. Osborn, are 
coming not from the large cities, but 
from colleges and universities “in 
small towns of the relatively quiet 
Midwest.’’ 

‘‘Harvard no longer rules Boston, 
nor does Columbia exert any influe 
ence on New York,” he said. “‘Nei- 
ther ‘Butler, nor Lowell, nor Flexner 
is in a position to cast stones at 
American youth until they devise 
means of protecting the youthful 
mind and enforcing originality.. The 
nobly equipped colleges over which 
they preside are not filling their own 
—— schools with teachers .or 
nvestigators; they, too, are drawin 
recruits from the relatively Pees, 
and quiet abodes of learning.

DUE TO LAND THIS MORNING 


Hour of Take-Off Kept a Secret 
and Few See Aviator Start 
on Long Flight. . 


HE GETS INTO AIR. EASILY 


Colonel Lindbergh Gave $1,200 to 
Help Finance Good-Will Visit 
In Return for His. 


SPARTANBURG, S. C., Tuesday, 
June 12.—Mexico’s flying. ace was 
sighted. over Spartanburg airport at 
1:45 A. M., Eastern Standard Time, 
this morning. : 

He was flying barely 200 feet over 
the' New York-Orleans airways bea- 
con at high speed. No attempt was 
made. to warn him of fog reported 
between Greensboro: and Richmond. 

Captain. Carranza, had previously 
been reported as passing over 
Brownsville, Texas,. New Orleans, 
Montgomery, Alabama and Atlanta. 


Few See Take-off.’

MEXICO CITY, June 11.—Captain 
Carrariza,’ Mexico’s greatest aviator 
and idol of ‘the nation, set off at 
$:10.'0’elock this morning: om his non- 
stop flight to Washington to return 
the compliment paid to this republic 
by Colonel Lindbergh by his flight 
here last year. 

Captain Carranza, who is only 20 
years old and who bears his recent 
promotion to the rank ‘of First Cap- 
tain as modestly as he does his avia- 
tion honors, reached. the aviation 
field at 6:15, accompanied by rela- 
tives. Immediately his plane, the 
Mexico-Excelsior, was brought from 
its hangar. There were few people 
present, and those were mainly 
Mexican aviation officials and news- 
paper men. The fiight had been 
sept secret, but what the onlookers 
lacked in numbers they more than 
made up in enthusiasm. 

In the gray dawn the machine 
looked like some weird silvery bird. 
The aviator was in a gay mood, -jok- 
ing with his companions in the Mili- 
tary Flying Corps. His enthusiastic 
hope that the flight would be suc- 
cessful was not concealed.:

RADIO SET WILL GUIDE 
AVIATORSTHROUGH FOG 


Vibrating Reeds, Controlled From 
Earth, Give Pilot Sure Knowledge 
of Direction.

WASHINGTON, June 11.—That the 
danger of fog will be largely elimi- 
nated for airplane pilots as the re- 


sult of recent adaptations of radio 
by the Bureau of Standards was as- 
serted today by the Department of 
Commerce. 

Intensive work has been conducted 
for more than two years, and has re- 
sulted, it was stated, in the develop- 
ment of a complete. set of radio a! ids, 
which will now be installed on the 
principal airways. They comprise a 
radio beacon system and telephone 
service from the ground to aircraft. 
The required radio equipment on air- 
planes, it was explained, is reduced 
to a ten-foot pole antenna and a 
simple receiving set weighing a few 
pounds, including a visual indicator. 

The report of the department 
states: 

“The directive radio beacon has

Each of these emits a 
set of waves which is stronger in 
oo direction than in others. en 

an airplane flies along the line ex- 
actly equidistant from the two beams 
of radio waves, it receives signals of

‘It is only necessary for the pilot to 
watch the two white lines produced 
by the vibrating reeds. If they are 
equal in length, he is on his correct 
course. If the one on his right be- 
comes longer than the other, the air- 

plane has drifted off the course to 
the right. If he drifts off the course 
to the left, the white line on the left 
becomes longer.”’

Continued Decline on Stock Ex- 
change—Call Money 6%, 
\ Sterling Firm. 


No récoyemy occurred on the 
Stock Exchange yesterday such as 
sometimes follows a week of sweep- 
ing declines. In a few stocks, 
‘prices rose at the beginning of the 
new week’s business, but the advance 
‘was only momentary, and subse- 
quent heavy pressure of sales swept 


| down “prices as rapidly as in last 


week’s markets. Losses of 6 to 10 
points were ‘numerous among the 
more speculative shares, with an un- 
broken ‘decline of 21 points in one 
much-manipulated ‘‘specialty’’ and 
with one of the airplane stocks, after 
rising 2% points at the start, falling 
15% in the later trading to a price 
89% points below its high figure less 
than four weeks ago. 

The day’s decline, although again 
variable in scope, affected all the 
market. Even among the railway 
shares, losses of 4 to 6 points were 


-| scored in some. of the active stocks, 


and there was no recovery of im- 
} rtance in any part of the market, 
except in. one or two stocks which 
s-emed still to.be held by the sup- 
porting ‘‘pools.’” This persistence of 
rapid downward readjustment has 
resembled no episode which the 
Stock Exchange has witnessed since 
the precipitous break of March, 1926, 
carried even the ‘‘averages’’ down 21 
points in four weeks. On that occa- 
sion, Wall Street’s first attitude of 
perplexity and’ of incredulity pres- 
ently gave place to philosophic ex- 
position of the reasons why such 
overextended speculation as had 
been created before the break could 
not possibly Have had any other re- 
sult. There is something of grim 
humor in these explanations after 
the event, but in fairness it should 
be said that the reversal] in opinion 
and prediction is quite as often due 
to the fact that Wall Street will not 
speak out what it believes in an 
excited advance, as to the fact that 
professional Wall Street itself had 
lost its head. 

The Stock Exchange money rate 
rose to 6 per cent. again, which may 
have accentuated the stock market’s 
weakness. This return to the higher 
rate was not altogether surprising 
under the existing circumstances in 
the credit market. A year ago the 
call money market eased off steadily; 
but at this time last June the bro- 
kers’ loans were $1,445,000,000 less 
than today’s and rediscounts at the 
Federal Reserve banks $582,000,000 
smaller. The present course of the 
stock market is, however, the path 
toward correction of the recent ab- 
norma! situation. 

Announcement thatthe $400,000,000 
new Treasury certificates had been 
heavily oversubscribed may have 
accounted for yesterday’s greater 
firmness of. outstanding United 
States Government bonds. But the 
fractional recovery of the Third Lib- 
erty 44s was also a natural response 
to the Treasury’s cash offer of 
100 2-32 for bonds which had closed 
exactly at par on Saturday. If hold- 
ers of these bonds turn over the 
$125,000,000 to which the offer is re- 
stricted, and the $135,000,000 ten- 
dered in exchange for the new cer- 
tificate issues is allowed for, the 
“Third ‘Liberties’ left outstanding 
will amount to $1,068,881,000. At the 
end of last June the total of Second 
Liberty 4% per cents. unredeemed or 
unconverted was $1,306,379,000. 

It will be ohserved, however, that 
~whereas the Government had. until 
Noy. 15 to redeem the ‘“‘Second Lib- 
erties,” the “Third Liberties’’: must 
all be taken up by Sept. 15. Last 
year conversion offers reduced the 
outstanding total by °$368,000,000 in 
September and $2,336,000 in Novem- 
ber, and in the same months $650,- 
000,000 cash was raised by sale of 
Treasury obligations bearing 3% and 
3% per cent. interest; the money thus 
obtained being subsequently used to 
pay for outstanding 4% per cents, 
before or at the redemption date. 
The question now before the Treas- 
ury, therefore, is what rate of in- 
terest it will have to pay, between 
now and the middle of September, in 
ape ef conversion or cash opera- 

ons.

While stocks were breaking badly 
again yesterday the nervous feeling 
in Wall Street over the money sit- 
uation seemed to be aggravated by 
the increasing confusion in Kansas 
City. The call money rate was ad- 
vanced from 5% to 6 per cent., but 
before that happened the’ market 
had already had to face sharp reac- 
tion on the Stock Exchange. Stocks 
were weak at the opening, then ral- 
lied with some vigor late in the 
morning, only to decline in disorder- 
ly fashion late in the day. The 
losses were widest in the speculative 
favorites, but they were impressive

which Wall Street considers the 
“backbone of the market.’’ United

with the rest and ended the day with 
substantial net. declines.

Something New and Unusual. 


It was suggested by. * professional 
Wall Street yesterday as one of the 
probabilities that many of the ‘‘new- 
crop speculators’? who ‘have’ had so 
large a part in creating the recent 
furore in the market have never in 
their lives seen.such a decline as oc- 
curred yesterday, in which, even 
though the recession was an orderly 
one, each succeeding quotation of 
any particular stock was. almost 
always lower than the‘last one. The 
manner. in which they wandered 
about the broker’ offices and the con- 
fused and excited action of most -of 
them demonstrated that the mar- 
ket’s action was a new and harrow- 
ing experience.

The ‘‘Pools” Stand Aside. 

With one or two notable excep- 
tions, the pools did nothing whatever 
yesterday to stop the decline on the 
Stock Exchange. Most of the pool 
managers appeared to hold the opin- 
ion that they would be wasting good 
ammunition by throwing buying or- 
ders into such a market. They 
merely folded their tents and retired, 
for the time being at least, until the 
storm should have blown itself out. 
Some of the most powerful pools in 
Wall Street took this attitude openly, 


and allowed their stocks to seek 
their own level without artificial 
stumbling blocks in the way. At the 
same time it was reported that some 
very good-sized blocks of stock were 
bought ‘‘on a scale down’’ by strong 
interests yesterday.

New Advice to Speculators 

Something of a campaign to turn 
the attention of traders away from 
the ‘‘fast steppers’? in the market 
revealed itself yesterday, when bro- 
kers sought to emphasize the ad- 
vantage, in a situation of the kind 
now existing, of sticking to the 
‘tried favorites.’’ ‘‘Buy stocks that 
fluctuate normally and stay away 
from those that may trick you,’’ was 
the advice, in substance, that went

out from some of the largest: houses, 
Elaborating upon this. idea, the 
spokesmen. for, these , houses. at- 
tempted to prove that the present 
acute weakness. of. the: market is 
largely due to an over-extended po- 
sition in stocks least likely in an 
emergency to stimulate confidence. 
Lists were furnished to show that 
the speculative fraternity has obstin- 
ately gambled, in the present phase 
of the market, upon the stocks that 
have moved most precariously.

Slackening in Bond Trading. . 

Activities in bonds, both as to the 
listed. market and as to' new flota- 
tions, fell away. to small proportions 
yesterday. This was commonly at- 
tributed to the uncertainty surround- 
ing the Republican National Conven- 
tion. The bond market for several 
months has been strongly influenced 
by developments in the .stock mar- 
et, and many observers agreed that 
the outcome of the convention will 
have some effect on the stock mar- 
ket, whatever candidate is chosen. 
This situation has made many in- 
vestors unwilling to make commit- 
ments for the next few days, and it 
undoubtedly was responsible for the 
large volume of new. financing of 
last week, as many banking houses 
desired to get their new issues out 
before the convention began to mo- 
nopolize attention.

Loans Being Reduced. 

Although the call money rate held 
firmly at 6 per cent. yesterday, bank- 
ers were of the opinion that the 
heavy liquidation that'took place in 
the stock market indicated that con- 
ditions were working toward an 
easier range of money rates later in 
the Summer. New York banks for 
some time have been reducing their 
own loan accounts, and it is. believed 
this trend was accentuated yester- 
day. If it continues, the ordinary 
result would be an increase in the 
available supply of funds. The Treas- 
ury’s new offer to‘buy $125,000,000 
of Third Liberty bonds was expected 
also to increase the supply of cash 
in the market. -

Another Theory of the Markets. 


One market theorist and adviser 
expressed the opinion yesterday that 
the decline in the bond market, 
which has taken place since early in 


cast of the present decline in the 
stock market. ‘In every stock. mar- 
ket break, marking definitely the end 


of a great period of speculation for 
the last fifty years, a decline'in bond 
prices has been an invariable fore- 
runner of a collapse in the specula- 
tive boom,’’ he wrote to his clients 
yesterday. ‘‘That was so in the break 
which followed the boom of 1883. In 
the case of the boom which termi- 
nated in 1898, the 1903 boom, ‘in 
that of 1905-1 and in that of 1919 
bond prices have invariably reached 
their high point and started down- 
ward prior to the break in the stock 
market. Frequently the decline in 
stocks has not occurred until sev- 
eral weeks after the decline in bond 
prices has become pronounced, but 
the break in stocks has invariably 
followed this succession of develop- 
ment—great public participation, 
ary ad interest rates, falling “bond 
prices,”’

Days for Dealers—Increased

Reductions in tire prices of from 
4 to 17 per cent. were instituted yes- 
terday by the Firestone Tire & Rub- 
ber Company, fulfilling expectations 
that have long been current. The 
average reduction on all classes of 
tirés is approximately 10 per cent. 
First. grade low pressure tires were 
reduced 12% to 15 per cent; third- 
grade tires 4 per cent., and solids 
10 per eent. The extreme reduction 
applies: only to. products that have 
now become almost obsolete. 

The cuts were promptly followed 
by the Lee Tire & Rubber Company 
and the General Tire & Rubber Com- 
pany, commensurate reductions be- 
ing made in both instances. The 
Kelly-Springfield Tire Company an- 
nounced that it would meet the re- 
ductions, and it is expected that 
Goodyear, Goodrich, United States 
Rubber, Fisk and other large: tire 
manufacturers will follow suit. 

No surprise was occasioned by the 
action taken yesterday, as reduc- 


tions have been considered inevit-/| 3s, 


able in view of the 50 per cent. de- 
cline in crude rubber prices that 
took place earlier in the year. Rub- 
ber quotations were just under 40 
cents a pound. at the ee a 
the year, but drastic declines 
lace when announcement was made 
n the British House of Commons 
that a commission had.-been ap- 
pointed to consider the advisability 
of discontinuing the Stevenson rub- 
* export restriction plan. On April 
4 Premier Baldwin. announced ‘that 
all restrictions — be aban- 
doned on Nov.1,;~ and _ rubber 
dropped thereafter .to 19 cents. 


Cuts Were Expected. 

The trade generally began to look 
for a cut in tire prices on the basis 
of ‘this reduction in the commodity, 
and the only uncertainty-of late has 
been in regard to the exact date of 
the price cut. It was considered, 
in this connection, that rubber man- 
ufacturers generally would be glad 
to postpone the reductions to as late 
a date as possible, owing to their 
heavy inventory positions. Large 
stocks of crude rubber had been 


accumulated through operation of a} Ham 


rubber pool formed by the leading 
rubber and automobile manufactur- 
ers to combat the Stevenson re- 
striction plan. The bulk of. these 

purchases were reputed to have been 
Thatle at 35 to 40 cents > pound, and 
when the price dropped to 19 cents, 
the original ,000 revolving 
credit of the pool was augmented by 
@ further $60,000,000. 

The reduction in tire prices now

FOREIGN DEMAND IS SLOW 


Corn Goes Up in a Bullish Market 
—Visible Supply Decreases and 
Crop Comments Are Good. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, June 11.—The wheat 
market was on the down grade today, 
with favorable weather in the Cana- 
dian Northwest, a belief that the 
Canadian crop report to be given out 
after the close would be bearish, and 
weakness in Liverpool having a de- 
pressing effect. At the inside figure 
prices were off 1% to 1% cents from 
the finish of Saturday, the close 
being at net losses of 1 to 1% cents. 
Local operators were inclined to be 
bearish and there was also pressure 
from the Northwest, while houses 
with Eastern. connections were fair 
buyers. The trade in the aggregate, 
however, was not large and the mar- 
ket was easily influenced after the 


start. 

Winnipeg closed % to 1% cents 
lower, with a slow foreign demand 
in evidence. while Liverpool lost 1% 
to 1% cents on a slow cash demand 
and favorable weather in Canada, 
and Buenos Aires dropped 1% to 1% 
cent. The Canadian Government 
report, issued late in the day, made 
condition of Spring wheat 100 against 
95 last year and was construed as 
bearish, but no official estimate was 
made as to acreage. Murray’s re- 
pert recently gave the three prov- 

nces 23,214,000 acres, against 21,339,- 
000 acres last year, and indicated the 
crop, on the basis of the Govern- 
ment’s condition, would be somewhat 
in excess of the 411,000,000 bushels 
harvested last year. Condition is 
high in all provinces, with 98 in 
Saskatchewan, 103 in Alberta and 105 
in Manitoba. 

Export demand at the seaboard 
was slow, with sales of 400,000 to 
600,000 bushels in all positions. Vis- 
ible supply decreased 1,538,000 bush- 
els for the week and is 47,089,000 
bushels. against 48,627,000 the pre- 
vious week and 24, 721, 000 last year.

There can be no question, Justice 
Siddons ruled, of the committee’s 
right to ask Stewart if he knew how 
the Continental Oil Company’s prof- 
its had been divided or had discussed 
the subject with Sinclair. 

As a résult of the Court’s ruling, 
the jury, when it gets the case late 
tomorrow afternoon; will ‘have noth- 
ing before it except the uncontested 
facts that Stewart appeared before 
the committee and after having been 
sworn to testify, refused to disclose 
in response to direct questions by 
Senator Nye, Chairman of the Tea- 
pot Committee, what he knew of the 
division of the.Continental Com-

SURVEYS MADE BY DIVERS

Work was started yesterday by 4 
crew of the Merritt-Chapman & Scott 
Corporation on the construction: of a

dredge Navesink, which lies in eight

preparatory to ‘salvaging her and 
clearing the channel of a menace to 


traffic. It is estimated that the 
work will require about four months. 

Divers first made surveys of the | 82 
wreck, which was sunk snortly be- 
fore dawn on May 7, when rammed 
by the freighter Swinburne, with a 
loss of eighteen lives. They found a 
gaping hole in her starboard side, 
and that she was-resting.on one of 
the submerged forty-two-inch steel | 45 
mains which carry water from 
Brooklyn to Staten Island. Before 
the start of salvage work yesterday 
the Richmond Borough officials ar- 
ranged for a reserve line which will 
carry water in case a shifting of the 
200-foot boat should cause a break 
in the line. 

Several engineering problems con- 
front the salvage crew. The hole in 
the side of the dredge was so la 
that she listed badly as she 
and emergency patches must be ap- 
plied to her hull. Derricks must be 
rigged and a large wooden cofferdam 
built about her, after which pumps 
will be adjusted and the space be- 
tween the boat and cofferdam cleared 
out. The work of raising her to 
sea level will then be started. 

The dredge is loaded with 2,200 
cubic yards of sand. She had been 
working up and down the west side 
of the Narrows during the night of 
May 6, Gee ening the steamship 
channel, the sand had been 
sucked tubo! her hold. According to 
the men who were ‘aboard at the 
time, the tide. suddenly swung her 
about and drove her broadside down 
the channel, the Swinburne looming 
up about 400 feet ahéad, tod close to 
be avoided by the clumsy Navesink 
despite the efforts of the man at the 
wheel. 

Men were forced by the rapid sink- 
ing of the dredge to leap for their 
lives into the water. Searchlights 
from the-Caronia, the Adriatic and 
a tanker played on the scene, cutters 
from the near-by Coast Guard base 
quickly arrived and lifeboats from 
the liners were launched, with the 
result that thirty of the crew of 
forty-eight were saved.
